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Social Credit Plan 


Mrs. Rogers and Mr. Unwin, of 
Calgary, addressed a small gathering 
of people in the Elks hall on Satur- 
day evening on the subject of Social 
Credit, 

Mrs. Rogers in a well outlined talk 
told of the shortcomings of the pre- 
ent, banking’ system and its hold up- 
on the country. She expressed the 
opinion that the banks’ keep money 
scarce purposely and therefore de- 
pressions follow from time to time 
as money is called in or destroyed 
{ She. felt that money 


by the system. 
had ceased to function as a mechan- 
ism-of exchange ‘and that the world 
in general, and this province in par- 
ticular, was ready for a change in 
this respect. 


She claimed that the banks on a 


note issue of $141,000,000 had loaned 
$1,148,000,000. In fact 96 percent of 
all business was done on credit or 
cheques. She said that the banks 


never lose, but the people always do. 
People today who are losing money 
should study Social ‘Credit and find a 
| way out of their difficulties.. Her 
opinion was that the bankers con- 
trolled the press and that the press 
in turn according to instructions from 
the bankers befuddled the people and 
kept them in ignorance of the true 
facts, The new Central Bank was 
only a branch of. the international 
bankers and as such was no better 
than the rest, 

Her address led up to the main top- 
ic of the evening, Social Credit, which 
was handled by Mr. Unwin. 

Mr. Unwin gave an outline-of the 
‘Douglas System of Social Credit as 
applied to the province of Alberta, 
the plan having been’ worked out by 
Wm. Aberhart of Calgary. 

The speaker first gave a brief ac- 
count of our present economic and 
social troubles and pointed out that 
by a series of eliminations the basic 
cause was undoubtedly proven to be 
in the financial system. There is 
nothing wrong with production or 
with transportation, but in spite of 
this we cannot get the products of 
our farms and factories into the 
hands of the people for lack of. money 
with which to buy them. 

The Douglas System recognizes the 
consumer as the important element 
of the state. We are all consumers. 
It is necessary to see that everyone 
has enough purchasing power or 
credit to provide him with food, cloth- 
ing and shelter at all times. 

To introduce the Douglas System 
in Alberta the following steps would 
have to be taken according to the Ab- 
erhart plan: 


ing money in the banks, trust com- 
panies, etc., should purchase govern- 
ment bonds bearing 4 percent interest 
payable in credit. 

2.» With the money thus obtained 
the government would pay off all the 
present bonds and other 
debts, 

8. If there were not enough money 
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1. All citizens of the province hav- 


to pay off these debts then the citi- 
zens would be called upon to transfer 
the cash surrender values on life in- 
surance policies. There would be no 
need of life insurance after the plan 
has been introduced. 

4, All bona-fide citizens would re- 
cieve basic dividends, those, male or 
50¢ | female, 18 years or over, would re- 
ceive $20 per month; children 16 years 
old $10 per month, and 17 years old 
$15 per month. These dividends are 
to be issued in the form of Credits 
(not money) bya. provincial Credit 
House. They would. be the minimum 
purchasing power tlrat . everyone 
would receive, and any salaries or 
wages earned would be so much more 
for the people to spend. No hoarding 
of money or credit by any citizen 
should be allowed. All salaries or 
wages or’ income 
sourcee must be expended by a -cer- 
tain fixed time or any credit that re- 
mained unused would’ be cancelled 
by the state, 

We have not the space this week to 
go into further details but we hope 
this will give a general idea of the 
Plan. 


Russia and the League 
of Nations 


The admission of Russia .to the 
League of Nations without any guar- 
antee that she will observe its con- 
stitution has shocked the world. 

To recall only a few of the things 
Russia has been doing all these years 
contrary to the League’s ideals: “She 
has made bitter attacks, not only on 
Christian religion, but on all religi- 
ons. Hundreds of thousands of Chris- 
tian priests have been put to death 


for .no other reason than that they |: 


were Christians. Russia, too, has 
persued subversive activities in every 
country in the world. While her 
treatment of minorities has been dis- 
graceful, she has treated her people 
in a fashion which has known no par- 
allel in the lifetime of any of us to- 
day. Then why has Russia been giv- 
en admission to the League of Na- 
tions? France wants her in’ the 
League to use her as an ally against 
Germany. Russia wants to join the 
League because she considers that 
she will therehy be strengthened a- 
gainst Japan in the fight that she re- 
gards as inevitable. What becomes 
of the idealistic aims of the League 
of Nations when. those are the real 
reasons for Russia’s entry?
